The eldest son, Prince Christian, 
now crown prince, is married to Princess 
Alexandra, the elder daughter of the 
Grand “Duchess Anastasia of Mecklen- 
burg-Schwerin, and consequently the sis- 
ter of the crown princess of Germany. 
The second son, Charles, who a little 
time ago became King Haakon of Nor- 
way, married Princess Maud of Wales, 
now the queen of Norway. The two 
younger sons, Harold and Gustav, are still 
bachelors. The four daughters are named 
Louise, Thyra, Inge berg and Dagmar. 
The Princess Louise is marrie@d to a 
prince of Schaumburg-Lippe and resides 
in Austria, and the Princess Ingeborg 
is the wife of Prince Carl, the duke of 
West Gothland, son of the king of Swe- 
den. The two younger girls are still un- 
married, but they will undoubtedly make 
good matches some day, for in the much 
restricted royal matrimonial market, the 
daughters of Queen Louise arg.rated con- 
siderably above par.

How Minor and Multifold Things 
Can’ Be Made Objécts of Art. 


(From Sylvester Baxter's “Art in the 
Street,’> in the March Century.) 
Minor and multifold things, like street 
signs. can be made objects of art, how- 
ever simple their character. Care may 
easily be had to give them proper pro- 
portions, an agreeable color compatible 
with legibility and good lettering. In the 
case of wayside guideboards there is yet 
furtoer opportunity to make them at- 
tractive in design. In “Boston when 
street signs stand detached from build- 
ings a pleasant decorative effect is given 
by some simple wrought iron scrollwork 
in the angle between board and post. 

In many parts of Boston are to be 
seen bronze tablets with appropriate in- 
scriptions, marking some historic pbuild- 
ing or commemorating some notable 
event. Certain patriotic orders, like the 
Sons of. the Revolution, have made the 
placing of such tablets one of their du- 
ties. In various New England commu- 
nities local historic societies mark nota- 
ble sites in a eimilar way, perhaps at 
first with painted legends, to be replaced 
when means permit by inscriptions more 
enduring.

One of them brought 
over large numbers of boys at good 
prices. He had games and amusements 
to get money out of their pockets, teach- 
ing them to play polo and selling ponies 
to them for the purpose. He made a 
small fortune before his frauds were dis- 
covered.

streets leading from the gates through 
the city, and on these a peculiar heavy- ; 
wheeled springless cart is used, but most "4 
of the streets are more like alleys, in 
which two ’rikishas can hardly pass. We 
did not see a full-sized horse in the cap- 
ital city. Some ponies have been brought 
down from Manchuria (Manchuria Is re- 
garded as the personal property of the 
imperial family, and there is a royal mo- 
nopoly in ponies), but the most popular 
saddie animal is the patient donkey It 
looks ludicrous to see a fat Chinaman 
perched upon the rump of one of these 
tiny beasts, but there seems to be entire 
harmony between the two, and the donkey 
trudges along with as little thought of 
change as the ancient race whom he 
serves. : 

In Canton the streets are not wide 
enough for the ‘rikisha, and both the pony 
and the donkey are conspicuous by their | 
absence. The sedan chair, borne by 
coolies, was the only conveyance we saw 
in a day’s tour of the city, and it re- 
quired some engineering to make any 
headway with it when two parties mét. 

Although the busfhess buildings are sel- 
dom more than two stories high (the resi- 
dences are usually only one story), the 
streets are so narrow and so filled with 
signs and advertising banners that the 
sun can scarcely find its way to the pave- 
ment. The stores are narrow little stalls, 
with the entire front open to the street. 
Often there is a little shrine outside the 
door, where incense fs burnt and innu- 
merable gods of wood, ‘rass and stone 
are to be seen.

While fn their style of dress and in 
their institutions the Chinese are much 
the same throughout the empire, they 
differ considerably in size and color, ac- 
cording to the latitude, and in features 
according to race history. In the north 
the people are lighter and larger than in 
the south, while the men and women of 
Manchuria have coarser and. stronger 
faces than the Chinese. The people in 
the north seem to be more vigorous and 
warlike and less artistic than the people 
in the south. 

The shaved forehead 
were prescribed by the Manchu rulers 
250 years ago as a sign of subjection, 
but they are now a source of pride, and 
no greater humiliation can be inflicted 
upon one than to cut off his queue. In 
the northern provinces the men, women 
and children wear paddQi clothes, gen- 
erally of dark blue cotton. The breeches 
of the men are tied at the ankles and 
the long, narrow. coat reaches almost to 
the feet.

Lemuel P. Grant, Who Saved Atlanta by Securing 
Right of Way for the First Railroad Into the 


City; Through a Large Individual. Purchase. 


By Dr. R. J. Massty. 
MONG the men who uilded wisely 
and well in making Atlanta, the 
name of Lemuel P. Grant, civil 


engineer, takes high rank. In honor 
of his memory it is with extreme pleas- 
ure that I add this tribute: He was not 
onty a maker of Atlanta, but at one 


time saved the city. At least, he was 
the savior ow the place when known 
as Terminus, just as it was passing 
through the throes of a crisis before its 
evolution into Martharsville. In order. 
that this should be properly understood, 
it is best to give a little history. 

A fraction over half a century ago 
there was no such name on the map of 
Georgia as Atlanta. Nor was there a 
Marthasville; not evén a Terminus. The 
whole country round about in which At- 
lanta, now with her~-!50,000 people and 
millions of untold capital stands, was 
almost a wilderness. Very. few people 
lived here and scarcely any roads mark- 
ed the apot. Nor was there any concep- 
tion of a town being Idcated here, until 
after the passage of a law In 1836 es- 
tablishing a railroad from some point 
on the Tennessee river to 2 point east 
of the Chattahoochee, from which there 
should be branches running to J ison, 
Batonton, Milledgeville, Athens a Co- 
lumbus, Ga.

up to even this time they hadn't changed 
their notions toward railroads, for the 
Georgia Railroad Cempany had deter- 
mined to push their’ enterprise fosward 
as fast as possible, intending that their 
road should pass through Decatur, even 
if the citizens of the place would not 
allow it to gtop. But the peeple, being 
of the same pinion still, would not let 
the road touch its corporate limits. This 
‘fact accounts for the Georgia railroad 
at this time being so far from the center 
of the town In fact, the officers of 
this road had experienced great trouble 
on different occasions in obtaining right 
of way through their land. 
Thought Railroads Polluting. 
After the present site @f* Atlanta had 
been *established, known in its earlier 
days #@s Terminus, and the Georgia rail- 
road was progressing fine and hoping 
to enterait 800g, the man who owned 
lot No. 52, @ miles east of Atlanta. 
through which the road was expected to 
pass, declared most emphatically that, 
sO long as he lived, n= such thing as 
a railroac should pollute his soil. Lemue! 
P. Grant, the chief engineer of the rail- 
road, Knowing .no such thing as fail, 
and having an eye single to the success 
of his enterprise in all of its depart- 
ments, used every plausible effort in 
persuading him to grant a right of way 
through his property. The man most 
peremptorily fefused to allow the road 
to run through his land under any cir- 
cumstances. Mr. Grant, having a little 
Spare cash, finally conceived the idea of 
buying the place on his own account. 
This he did and, at. once granted the 
right of way to the road. When Mr. 
Grant made this purchase he did not 
do it for an investment. He did it 
solely to further the interests of the rail- 
road and to save the Nttle town, Ter- 
minus, from receiving a serious backset 
Hence, Mr. Grant can be considered as 
literally one who saved Atlanta Ir. 
after years he was one of the ‘important 
factors in making Atlant: AllLhoughn 
he was moved to a nobler and holier 
purpose than that of mere gain in buying 
this lot, it proved very profitable. To 
it he added many purchases of land,

Remaining in the employment 
of this road a couple of years, and the 
road becoming embarrassed, he became 
connected with the Athanta and Mont- 
gomery road.

Having developed such sterling charac- 
ter in the dispatch of his work as an 
engineer, he was much in demand as a 
railroad builder and engineer. He was 
offered, and accepted, the superintendency 
of the Montgomery and West Point rail- 
road in 1845.

RELIGIOUS ATLANTA AND LENT. 


Some weeks ago a northern contemporary in commenting on “the pecu- 
liarities, if not the virtues,” of the southern people named two of them as 
“an almost universal belief in the truths of the Christian religion,” and “aa 
abhorrence of infidelity.” That indictment—if it may be called an indictment 
—is one of the strongest tributes that could originate with our friends or 
our critics. The southern people, God knows! have tasted sufficiently of the 
waters of humiliation and despair to have shaken an ordinary faith in Omnip- 
otence. That they have emerged fr ordeal of reconstruction and pov- 
erty, won the battle with adverse co alma today they stand upon the 
sure ground of prosperity, and at the\same time preserved uncorrupted their 
staunch belief in the simple religious creeds of their fathers, is a manifesta- 
tion of the depth and the strength of the southern nature worth more than 
the wealth of our mines or the riches of our soil. For it is lasting. 

The city of Atlanta has, time and again, given evidence that its spirit 
in this direction is typical of that of the south. It is giving renewed demon- 
stration in the religious services which have so strongly touched the hearts 
and souls of Atlantans during the past week, no less than in the quiet, un- 
assuming observance of the Lenten season by many of the denominations. 

Atlanta, in a more marvelous degree than any other southern city, has 
shown: a consciousness and the effect of that electric spirit of commercialism 
and progress so powerfully characteristic of the new south. Its growth has 
been one of the admired wonders of America during the merging centuries; 
enterprise, initiative, thrift, are seen in the multiplication of industries and 
population, the erection of skyscrapers, and the creation of interests which 
take toll from every section of the south. And yet Atlanta has also shown 
that it is possible to be successful! in the highest degree, and at the same 
time never lose a firm grasp on the spiritual principles which transcend ma- 
terial prosperity. Underlying the bustle, the clamor, the achievement of the 
hosts of commerce and industry, lies an akiding reverence for and fidelity 
to that bedrock faith which refuses to be swerved ‘by the accumulation of 
dollars, or to be submerged by the absorbing interest attending the making 
of a great city, 

It is peculiarly fitting that these testimonials of a keen interest in religion 
should come at this particular season. We are in the midst of Lent, and 
Lent has a very genuine meaning to thousands of persons throughout the 
world. There are those who, in lighter vein, are wont to view the coming 
of Ash Wednesday, the first day of the season, as merely marking an inter 
val during which society abates its quest of entertainment, fashion enters 
upon a forty-day holiday, and the casual sinner inaugurates a presumptive 
penance for offenses more or less vague according to the individual 
viewpoint. 

Such is only a superficial estimate. During the forty days given the 
name of Lent, the Bible teaches that the Man of Sorrows detached Him- 
self from those teeming interests of humanity which had occupied His gen- 
tle and blameless life, and went forth into the wilderness that through 
fasting and prayer He might come into even closer touch with the Father 
of all things. His ministrations had reached a climax; the new dispensa- 
tion that was to play so powerful‘a role in humanity’ subsequent history had 


been founded and promulgated with a wonderfully s#Mple effectiveness which 
stands without parallel. The tragic ordeal of the judgment hall, the deser 
tion of His fdllowers and the final anguish of Golgotha—“the place of 4 
skull’—were before Him in their stark, cruel proportions. 

Thus we see the somber drama that Lent commemorates. The forty 
days and nights of divine agony, the chastening of the already spiritual na- 
ture, the elimination of even t suspicion of earthly dross in preparation 
for the tragic culmination that lifts itself high in importance above all sec- 
ular and religious history. 

It is no wonder, then, that the men and women who meditate on the true 
significance of Lent approach that epochal season ‘with subdued and reverent 
emotions. Their curbing of human ‘appetites and passions, their observance 
of a period of self-denial, their earnest aspirations toward a greater spiritu- 
ality, are but unostentatious evidences of the depth of their convictions, and 
their devotion to principles that mean more than passing prosperity or 
transient fame. | 

It is gratifying to observe that this religious sentiment is so widespread 
and profound in the city of Atlanta. The Constitution hopes that the services 
held by the various denominations, whether or not under the guise of Lent, 
will be attended with eminent spiritual success.

Life Insurance Reform. 

A recent issue of The Wall Street 
Journal enumerates some of the ad- 
vantages that have already accrued 
to the policy holders of the Eqyitable, 
the New York Life and the Mutual 
from the recent exposure of life in- 
surance rottenness through a legisla- 
tive committee investigation. [ft is, 
said among other things: 

Insurance legislation, insurance inves- 
tigation, insurance suits, probably insur- 
ance indictments, and in general the agi- 
tation of insurance reform are to ¢con- 
tinue in all probability for months to 
come, 

The cost of the insurance agitation to 
the three big life insurance companies 
has been told. It is shown in their re- 
duced volume of new business and in the 
large number of canceled policies. But 
against these losses there have been 
gains, and these gains are greatly to the 
advantage of the policv-holders. As a 
direct result of the insurance agitation 
there has been an immense saving in the 
cost of administering these three compa-~ 
nies. This saving is revealed in the ‘ol- 
lowing table, showing the year’s reduc- 
tion in cost of actual management, and 
also the percentage of cost of manage- 
ment to total income in !905 as com- 
pared with 1904:

His Insight Into Politics 
a Marvel To Those 
Who Opposed 
Him.

When the late Major Livingston Mims 
dropped his title of ‘‘mayor’’ on the first 
Monday of January, 1903, and passed 
forever from the loca! political jkaleido- 
scope, the newspaper men who hag, been 
associated with him for 


about the man who had been their de- 
lightfu] companion, the lovable old aristo- 
%crat who had managed the affairs of 
the municipality with an ease that aston- 
ished the city hall colony, whose insight 
into politics was the marve] of those who 
opposed him, who had interspersed his 
veto méssages with apt quotations, who 
loved an anccdote, and whose good stories 
and Shakespearean recitations had killed 
many @ valuable hour in the newspaper 
world and had called more than a half 
dozen times for explanations to city edi- 
tors because of the tardiness with which 
news had come in from the city hall. 

But the city editors were among the 
uninitiate; they had never heard Major 
Mims recite from “Hamlet” nor had they 
Stories, while three city hall 
reporters from as many papers wondered 
whether it were better to hear the story 
out or miss the climax and turn in their 
copy to their editors. 

It must not, however, be Supposed that 
the administration of Major Mims was de- 
voted exclusively to anecdotes and Shake- 
speare, Those who stood in his path when 
he had a definite purpose in view know 
better, In many respects his administra- 
tion was entirely remarkable and in two 
or’ three matters it did nothing less than 
work an epoch in Atlanta’s government. 

In the matter of franchises alone Major 
‘Mims accomplished more than his-friends 
hoped for him to do and vastly more 
than the people believed they wanted. Be- 
fore he delivered his inaugural] address, 
such a policy as that of limiting the 
terms of franchises to public utility cor- 
porations to twenty-one years was un- 
heard of by nine-tenths of the residents 
of Atianta.

LASTING IMPRESSION Af CITY HALL 
LEFT BY MAJOR LIVINGSTON MIMS 
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has not yet been forgotten. and his bold- 
ness in publicly telling the Aoters that 
he did not want their votes if they 
could be bought, js still talked of among 
the politicians. 

No sooner had Major Mims delivered 
his. inaugural] address and seated himself 
in the mayor’s chair than the newspa- 
per men at the city hall began making 
copy out of what he did and said. One 
of them discovered that he was fond of 
quoting ‘from Shakespeare and particul- 
arly from ‘‘Hamlet,”’ and consequently 
this newspaper man styled himself 
Horatio, and under. the nom de guérre 
wrote numerous happenings that had 
never happened, much to: the discom- 
fiture of the major and the amusement 
of his friends. : : 

One day; Major Mims found that this 
particular newspaper man had even got 
so far as to have a story about the color 
of. his suspenders.

All France has been profoundly shock- 
ed by the magnitude of the disaster, 
which is said to be the greatest in the 
history of continental mining.

Last Hope Removed. 

Throughout the afternoon the heroic 
efforts at resoue were continued, but 
nightfall brought the conviction that the 
entombed men had been suffocated and 
the dispatch from lille at 8:45 p. m. an- 
nouncing the number of dead at 1.193 
persons, appears to remove the last 
hope that others may be brought to the 
surface alive. 

Gas is pouring into pit 2, preventing 
an entrance, and it is impossible to 
succor the men imprisoned there. In 
pit 3 the cages will not work, having 
been damaged by the violence of the ex- 
plosion. The rescue work, therefore, is 
proceeding mainly in pit 4. The _ res- 
cuers are made up of engineers and men 
from the surorunding mining towns. 

The roof wf the office near the ¢n- 
trance to the mine was blown off by the 
explosion. 

Ten miners from pit I! were removed 
alive, but none of the 858 miners who 
entered pit 4 have yet been brought out, 
Of the 1,500 miners who descended there 
this morning. according to a dispatch 
from Lens, 388 have been brought out, 
but the rescue of the others is ‘mpossi- 
ble. In pit 3 only 13 men out of 443 
have been rescued, and as the ladders

Mr. Howell showed that the grand- 
father clause of the disfranc:iasement 
bill was a fraudulent expedient which 
could never stand the test of the courts, 
and that the result of Such legislation 
would be to disfranchise thousands of 
wodthy white citizens, among them many 
old confederate veterans, who had been 
denied the privilege of a common Eng- 
lish education. , 


“You would say tp these old soldiers: 


Who fought their country’s battles, ‘You 
may pay your part of the taxes; you 
may aid in the support of your govern- 
ment, but when it comes to the selec- 
tion of your representatives you shall 
have no more rights than the barking 
dog that wakes the stillness of the night. 
(Applause,) 

“Before I'd take away the ballot from 
a single one such white man in Georgia, 
I'd not only get out of this race for 
governor, but I would even surrender 
my own right to vote.’’ (Applause. ) 

The audience clearly indicated its sur- 
prise upon learning that in North Caro- 
lina, a state which has been held up as 
& model for Georgia, the grandfather 
ClauSe goes out of existence on January 
1, 1908, less than two years from now, 
when that state goes to a strictly edu. 
cational basis, and at which time thou- 
men in the Old North 
State who can not read and ‘Write, will 
be absolutely debarred from the privilege 
of the ballot. 

Hoke Smith Boosting the Negro. 

“Here is the proposition then to which 
you are asked to commit yourself,” Mr. 
Howell said, “that every educated negro 
is as as every educated white man, 
agpd every educated negro is better than 
every uneducated white man. Are you 
ready to do it? JI do not believe the 
people of this or any other county in 
Georgia are ready to knowingly commit 
themselves to any such. proposition as 
that.”” (Applause.)

Mr. Howell showed that Hoke Smith 
of disfranchisement legislation. 

“That,” he said, ‘‘was when he was 
a democrat and before he became Mr.

Smith Urging Violation of Law. 

Mr. Smith notice that 
when an educated negro offers for regis- 
tration, the registrars will ask him to 
interpret a section of the constitution 
containing a Latan phrase, while the 
uneducated white man will be asked an 
easy, simple question that he can 
answer.’ (Laughter.) In other, words, 
Mr. Smith proposes a fraudulent gadmin- 
istration of the law. If they have the 
right to violate one law, they can violate 
another, and if our government is to be 
based upon a fraudulent administration 
of the law, then life and property are 
no longer safe,’ (Applause.)

Clear- 
ances of wheat and flour were equal to 
494,800 bushels. Primary receipts were 
428,000, against 326,000 bushels for tne 
corresponding day of last year. Minne- 
apolis, Duluth and Chicago reported re- 
ceipts of 386 cars, against 326 last week 
and 275 one year ago. 

The strength of wheat had a bullish 
effect on the corn market, the close be- 
ing strong with prices at the highest 
point of the day. Publication of the 
government relative to the amount at 
corn still held by farmers had but little 
influence. The announcement apparent- 
ly had been largely discounted. Accord- 
ing to official figures the amount of farm 
reserve on March ! was estimated at 
1,108,000,000 bushels, or about 4! per 
cent of the entire crop. Steady caVies 
and small local receiplis were additional 
bullish factors. May opened a shade 
lower to a shade higher at 42 3-8@ 
42 1|-2c, sold off to 42 1I-8c and rallied 
to 42 7-8@43c, where it closed. Local 
receipts. were 133 cars with one of con- 
tract grade. 

The government report had little effect 
on the oats market inasmuch ag the 
estimate of farm reserves which it con- 
tained was about what had been expect- 
ed. The official statistics showed that 
379,805,000 bushels of oats are still in 
the hands of farmers. This is about 
30.8<per cent of the total crop. Cov- 
ering by shorts who bought because of 
a decreased movement in the crop held 
the market steady all day. May opened 
unchanged to 1t-8c higher at 29 1-2@ 
29 5-8c, sold between 29 3-8@29 7-8c 
and closed at 29 5-8@29 3-4c. Receipts 
i38 cars. 

Trading in provisidas was very quiet, 
but the market had a firm undertone. 
There was some selling by outside inter- 
ests, but offerings were readily taken 
by local packers. Prices for live hogs 
were 5c lower. At the close May pork 
was 10c higher at $15.67 1-2. Lard was 
up a shade at $7.77 i-2. Ribs were 2 1-2 
@5c higher at $8.22 1-2@8.25.

What Is Needed for Success. 
There are any number of elements 
which go to make up a team, elements 
without which to hope for a winning ag- 
gregation is about as vain a wish as 
for a lover of winter time and sieet and 


Perhaps first of all and above all else 
needed for success is a th@rough and 
complete understanding between manager 
and man. He who manages men, must 
have managed himself some time in the 
past. He who manages a baseball club 
must be the leader in reality as well as 
in name. 

The man who would achieve success in 
baseball must brook no interference with 
his plans. In a large degree he must 
rely upon his own judgment of men and, 
bullet proof, laugh ai the criticisms of 
the fans, for there have been many -times 
when good men have failed to show their 
worth because of lack of sympathy and 
encouragement from tne fans, and the 
lack of decision on the part of the man- 
ager. 

Smith has all these things in large de- 
gree. He intends to be the master of 
his men. What he says. is to go, with- 
out the least interference from the own- 
ers of the chub. Just as an example, 
with Smith wrote to the president of the 
club asking ‘him to interfere. He re- 
ceived in return a note about as warm 
as the icicle hanging over a porch in 
the winter time. He was informed in 
no uncertain words that Smith was “‘it”’ 
and that what he said and did was ‘“‘cor- 
rect.’ That player has since come to 
terms. 

If Smith thinks that it is time to re- 
lease a man he will do the releasing. 
If he believes. new players necessary, 
money will be forthcoming for their pur- 
chase. 

Second Elements Needed. 

The second element which works to 
the success of a club is the willing spirit] 
of the men, and the fighting spirit as | 
well. When you get men so interested | 
in a game that they forget they are be- | 
ing paid to do $200 worth of work a/| 
month and consider the winning of a/| 
game almost worth tne sacrifice of a 
life, then you have a club possessing the 
second element which goes to.make suc- 
cessful baseball, 

Say what you will of the New York 
Giants, bless them out for rowdy conduct 
on the field, they have the elemtn which 
is needed in their willingness to work, 
willingness whicn goes so far as to make 
them fight umpires, fangs and the other 
players to win out. Of course, this| 
fighting spirit may be carried too far, 
but a strong manager can so use it as 
to secure the best and leave out the 
worst teatures.

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BARNEY OLDFIELD TELLS 
HOW HE STARTED RACING 


BR daring drives of the modern jug- 
gernauts have made him the sen- 
sation of the automobile world, is in At- 
lanta to demonstrate his prowess in guid- 
ing the giant racing cars around the 
circular horse tracks at a faster speed 
than an express train makes. 

Oldfield received his first schooling in 
judging pace and distance while riding 
a bicycle ten years ago, and later took 
a post-graduate course by piloting the 
motor-pacing machines Over the indoor 
board tracks. He was ag proficient in 
the latter line of work as he has since 
priven in the automobile racing game, 
for his indoor records made at Madison 
Square garden six years ago still stand 
as the fastest ever driven over that no- 
toriously treacherous saucer course. 

If one should notice a group of lis- 
teners that almost constantly surround 
the great driver, ft's a 10 to | shot that 
a question is being propounded that re- 
lates to the reasgn Oldfield entered the 
automobile racing business. 

“Four years ago, Henry Ford, of De- 
troit, then a poor mechanical inventor, 
built the old ‘999 racing car, a freak 
machine with just a giant engine, four 
wheels and a frame,” said Barney, last 
night, explaining how he came to-enter 
his dangerous vocation. ‘Tom Cooper, 
the champion bicyclist of the old days, 
and myself, were partners then in the 
motor-cycle racing business, and we 
bought the car from Ford about the time 
he had given up trying to get it to run 
successfully. We worked day and night 
on it, and finally six hours before a big 
race at Detroit, the erratic old monster 
concluded it would run. Alexander Win- 
ton, who then held the_American rac- 
ing championship, was the star of the 
meet, with his Bullet No. !, and it was 
against. The 
purse was $500, and we needed it, for 
our bank-rol] had been through an awrul 
siege trying to complete old ‘999.’ 

“Before the race, Ford came around 
and said to me, ‘That car isn’t going to 
be able to keep within hailing distance of 
Winton, and I don’t want you to con- 
nect my name with the car in any way.’ 
That made me awfully sore, and I went 
On with preparations, determined to do 
something that had never been done be- 
fore—I intended to drive the turns with- 
out shutting off the power. It is a 
matter of automobile history how that 
race Came out. I beat Winton by nearly 
a mile in five and broke all world’s rec- 
ords to boot. The next morning I awoke 
to find that Barney Oldfield was quite a 
man in his line. : 

“That winter I went: to work in an au- 
tomobile shop, for racing was not a 
popular sport then, and it was the wrong 
season of the year to make a star in. 
There are some champions that can live 
on their friends in the winter time, but 
this one went to work—hard work, too— 
for $2.50 a day. I had a wife and old 
folks to support, and I could not af- 
ford to loaf. 

‘The following spring it was in In- 
dianapolis that I did something that 
every one sald was impossible. I drove 
‘999’ a mile in :59 2-5—beating the 
minute. hen the following July, I went 
to work for Winton, for he never raced 
again after I defeated him, and drove a 
big eight-cylinder machine he built for 
me—Bullet No, 2. 

“Tt was with this machine I had my 
first real accident in Detroit that fall. 
I was rounding tne upper turn in the 
last mile of a 5-mile record trial—and 
I was inside the former mark, too— 
when my left hand@ front tire blew up. 
The wheel woald. not answer the steering 
gear, and I knew I had no chance to 
escape going through the fence—some- 
thing that I had always figured meant 
sure death. There was a’ crowd lined 
up along the rail, and when you are 
going ninety-odd feet a second, there is 
not much time to think or plan. I had 
always figured out that I must not hit 
the fence slanting of from the side, -so 
I yanked the wheel all the way around 
and took the fence at right angles. 1 
broke a fence rail over my breast and 
upper arms, and why I was not brajned 
I don’t know. It missed my head clean, 
and I braced myself for the shock that 
I knew was coming when I lit. 

“I had a flash of a couple of men in 
front of me—both running. The machine 
caught one of them and 
along in front of it through the air. 
Three second later I got up on my hands’ 
and Knees. it was exactly 110 feet from 
where the machine lay. a mass of wreck- 
age. As I lay over I saw the other man 
beside me. I remember trying to get 
up and run—for he was a horrible look- 
ing object. They afterwards told me 
every bone in his body was broken. I 
had a broken shoulder and four ribs. 

“My next accident that amounted to 
anything serious was in St. Louis during 
the world’s fair. It was a false start 
and Albert Webb was in front of me. 
it was a big race with a prize of $1,000 
and I could not take a chance of pull- 
ing up and learning afterwards that 
the officials had declared it a 
Start, so I tacked on Webb and 
hung on to his rear wheel. That 
track was covered with small clods of 
hard dirt about the size of a marble. 
We were going along well inside a mile 
a minute gait and when Webb took the 
turn his machine bégan to throw those 
clods in a stream right into my face: 
Suppose you hang an English walnut on 
a string and strike it while going a mule 
a minute. You're in luck if tt does not 
knock you senseless. A lot of those 
clods struck my goggles and broke the

buttonless coats and vests; helps about 
designing and making costumes for mgd- 
els: has the studio cleaned and dustea 
when the artist will let her; gives teas 
and musicals at her own home to drum 
patrons up for him; darns his socks; 
keeps his newspaper notices and puts 
them in scrapbooks; looks after him and 
his comfort; in short, do as men think 
their wives are going to do before they 
get married and find out. 

The consequence is that the most sat- 
isfied. comfortable, difficult men to get 
married to in New York are bachelor 
artists. 

They are spoiled, considered, flattered 
as few married men are, and they have 
none of the boredom or responsibility of 
married life. 

They have their breakfasts to them- 
selves. They live in the utmost comfort 
and privacy, with excellent men-servants 
to cook ang do valet services, and a kind- 
ly-disposed woman friend to come in 
and do the womanly things only possible 
to feminine hands and brains. 

There is good materia} for a clever 
little story of satire and sentiment around 
these bachelor artists. 

Some of them have contemplated get- 
ting married for years to some particular 
woman whom they’ve idolized, but there 
—always holding them back—Its this othe. 
woman who idolizes them and makes 
their lives mighty easy and comfortable 
in every little detail. : 

It might be sensible. for the woman 
who plays the part of Dante’s Beatrice, 
in the little drama, to come down from 
her pedestal, go to the studio, wash the 
cups and saucers and sew on the .but- 
tons, and, in this way, checkmate the 
adoring slave, but the artist’s ideal never 
sees it that way. 

The slave and she knd@w one another, 
and hate, according to the custom of 
their sex. 

Slaves v. Ideals. 

The ideal wonders how the man who 
adores her can be so weak as to listen 
to the flattery and permit the intimacy 
of the slave, and the slave hates the 
ideal and wonders how a man can care 
for an icicle wno never does anything 
for him or shows the least human in- 
terest in his comfort or his work. Now 
and then, an artist finds his slave and 
his ideal encompassed. in one woman, 
but this woman, be it said, is always 
more of an ideal than a slave,

his buttons. A certain New York ar- 
tist, now risen to great fame as a por- 
trait painter, gives much of the credit of 
his overcoming obstacles in the days of 
his early stfuggles to-a woman friend 
who has devoted much of her life to his 
success.

Older than the artist, and has wealth 
and position. It was ghrough her in- 
troductions to prominent people in Cana- 
da and London that he got his first or- 
ders, an@® he declares she has always 
been the mascot in his successes. 

The friendship is a perfect one, be- 
cause the woman inspires the highest 
in the man, as well as looks after his 
interests in many practical ways, too.

“Hazel of Heatherland,”’” by 
Barnes-Grundy.

Now, from England and the pen of one 
of its most promising writers, comes a 
novel so typically English that it seems 
iike a piece of the land itself, 
withal, a charming story of the type 
which the American public most cordial- 
ly receives. 

“Hazel of Heatherland,’” by Mabel 
Barnes-Grundy (could anything be more 
British than the name of both the book 
and the author?) is a most charming 
story. The picture of the wayward, 
humorous Hazel, of her struggles against 
the domineering sister Angela and the 
daughter-ridden mother, of Sammy the 
gardener and Mr. Inderwick, and of a

X-Rays,’ by Leslie Chase (the Grafton 
press, New York), there hag been col- 
lected by their author a.number of most 
pungent epistles that have ever appeared 
in any newspaper. ‘The Faris edition of 
The New York ‘Herald appears to have 
been the recipient of most of them, and 
the fun of the book, which is abundant, 
is perceptibly heightened by the head- 
ing, “Refused by The Herald,’’ which 
appears over a consideratle number. 
“Rays they certainly are—rays now 
of flashing wit, now of burning indigna- 
tion, now of Rabeleisian humor; and if 
only they had the fabled force of the, 
shafts of Apollo they would have slain 
many evil things. For they are without 
exception directed against. wrongs, cruel- 
ties and hypocrisies; assailing with an 
admirable impartiality the public crimes 
of Frenchmen in the -Dreyfus case, OF 
Englishmen in the Boer war, of Ameri- 
cans in the Spanish war, and the end- 
less prevarications of the champions of 
all three bad causes. That the writer 
is an American of the best sort mighi 
be gathered—if it were not otherwise in- 
dicated—from the fact that his arrows 
are keenest, aS every true man’s should 
be, against the misdeeds and mendaci- 
ties of his own people. But there is here 
no sparing of the sins of any race; and 
he who wants to see wit and eloquence 
and scholarship arrayed, with the maxi- 
mum of effect and the minimum of clap- 
trap against all manner of folly and 
unworthiness, should obtain this singular 
volume. It has not a commonplace 
page, and whether the letters arraign 
Presidents McKinley and Roosevelt or 
King Edward VII, they are alike ab- 
normally packed with moral ciriticsm.,

Finally, it was suggested that 
they should ask the old Scotchman how 
he had managed for forty years to car- 
ry his flock with no murmuwr of dissen- 
sion or trouble, and so he was called. 

“It's ay sea simple, Brithers,” saij 
the old man, as he stood modestly before 
the assembly, gazing into their flushed 
faces and angry eyes.

WEST VIRGINIA FEDERATION. 
Mrs. R. H. Thomas, President. 
The West Virginia Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs was organized April 22, 1904, 
with fifteen clubs. Wheeling, Parkers- 
burg, Point Pleasant, Ronceverte, Wells- 
burg, Sietersville and Huntington are the 
citles that were represented in the list of 
charter members.. The state member- 
ship of 500 is not large, but is well or- 
ganized. In.addition to the president, 
secretary, treasurer and auditor there is 
a vice, president for each congressional 
distric in the state, represented by a 

federated. club. 

Of our five congressional. districts all 
but one are represented on the state 
board. The standing comittees—member- 
ship, education, traveling libraries, art, 
household economics, federation, litera- 
ture, -reciprocity, civics and club exten- 
sion—outline the work in contemplation 
throughout the state. The. scope is 
broad, and will be sufticient to occupy 
the time and energy of the most enthu- 
siastic. As our first president, Mrs. Guy 
R. C. Allen, said in an open letter to 
the state federation, “‘The forergest work 
of the federation has always been edu- 
eation,” and,- since educational processes, 
in order to be sure, are almost always 
gradual and slow, we must. keep persist- 
ently and faithfully at work, anxious for 
results, but with sublime indjfference to 
failure. 7 

“The object of the state federation is 
to bring into communication the wom- 
en’s clubs of the-state, that by confer- 
ence and mutual helpfulness they may 
devise plans for club extensions, to fur- 
ther encourage systematic reading and 
study, that the special work of each in- 
dividual club may be independently con- 
sidered, and to lay the foundation for 
greater usefulness In the home, and a 
higher appreciation‘ of citizenship.’’ En- 
deayoring to approximate this standard 
set forth in our state constitution, we 
have organized several new clubs in 
the past year, and have exchanged cour- 
tesies with clubs in neighboring cities, 
in the interest of reciprocity and club

This well-known »pody is familiarly 
called by her adherents ‘“‘Mother Na- 
tional;”’ and the name has a deeper mean- 
ing than its originators had in mind. It 
is wholly safe, and only just, to claim 
that the Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union has been the wide-browed, hope- 
ful-eyed, strong-handed, sure-footed pio- 
neer that has led America’s, if not the 
world’s womanhood, to the unclaimed 
but rightful suffrages that lay waiting 
to her hand. The army of white-ribbon- 
ers has been the army that has faced 
and overcome custom, prejudice, Tgne- 
rance, injustice—the barriers that not 
men alone. but women as well, had built 
up about the gentler sex; barriers that 
held all of humanity from its own best 
development and from its success in com- 
bating those ills and wrongs that pre- 
vented world progress of whatever kind. 

Members of modern clubs who are not 
intimately familiar with the origin and 
history of the Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance Union may discredit these state- 
ments, but a dispassionate examination 
of the ground will fully bear out what has 
been here written. 

Behind great movemgnts dre great in- 
dividuals. These indi®@duals, by ears at- 
tuned to the hour's need:ieby eyes focused 
to the hour’s opportunity: by feet free 
to push forward and lead wig msoever will 
follow in the highway of reform; by

influence of Frances Willard. 

Such an individual was Frances BE. Wil- 
lard, called not alone to the presidency 
of the Wqman’s Christian Temperance 
Union, but to the leadership of woman 
to her place in the world movement. It 
is not too much io say that every ad- 
vance step woman has taken in the past 
quarter Of a century links back to the in- 
duence @f€f this woman who was, more 
than all else, a seer—one who saw where 
woman, ought to stand in the coming 
decades, where she might Stand, and 
where she would stand! Frances Wil- 
lard not only saw, but spoke. She not 
only spoke, she led. And she led so 
far in advance of her years upon earth 
that not even the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union itself, nor any club 
among women, has yet moved up to the 
full level of her plane of vision and in- 
struction. 

These assertions may read like -the 
warm exaggerations of loyal affection, 
but they are borne out by a literature of 
which the reading public as yet knows 
but a fraction—the literature of the 
World’s and National Christian Temper- 
ance Union, which embédies Miss Wil- 
lard’s spoken and _ written utterances. 
These utterances, while unheeded by the 
world at large, were and are still the ed- 
ucation and inspiration of that great body 
of women who wear the White ribbon, 
and but for whom the modern club move- 
ment could hardly have existed. 


Tribute to Woman’s Clubs. 


W. L.. Bodine, the Superintendent of 
compulsory education in Chicago, said 
recently: ‘“‘The woman who is a member 
of @ woman's club is a progressionist. 
The man who scoffs at a progressionist 
is a pessimist, and the pessimist who 
knows the least of woman’s clubs con- 
demns the most. .._. Woman's clubs are 
the natural product of a progressive sex 
in ‘a progressive age. They stand for 
intellectual and social] culture, for philan- 
thropic and educational! work, for the dis- 
cussion of the improvement of the home, } 
the solution of domestic problems, I\ 
believe in women's clubs because I am! 
in an official position to know the vast 
amount of good they have accomplished 
in child-saving work, in securing legisla- 
tion on compuisory education, parental 
schools and juvenite courts, and in the 
Sfippression of child labor. . . .Whatr this 
country needs is more women’s clubs, 
more Miothers’ Congresses, more Nationa] 
Councils of Women, more Catholic Wom-} 
en’s Leagues; for in organized woman- 
hood lies the moral and inte!lectua! hope 
of the republic, and the settlement of | 
the divorce question, and the sociological] | 
problems that the procrastination and/| 
propitiation of mankind have failed to | 
solve.”’ ne 

In her first presidential address before 
the National Woman's Christian Tem-| 
perance Union in October, 1879, Francis, 
Willard said: ‘‘We are here today as 
representatives of the largest and most 
influential society of women that has 
ever been organized in the history of the 
world. We are here on a grave 
and tmportant business. We are t omap| 
out for the coming year the work of one! 
of the largest societies in the world.” 

In the suggestions and recommendations; 
of that one address there was “wor® | 
for one year many times multipnea, and: 
her far-seeing eye caught the need for | 
and the coming of the very company of 
which Mr. Bodine writes with such em- 
phatic commendation. 

In her annual address 
Willard said: 

“It has long seemed to me that our 
unions, by their unsectarian character 
and representative aims, were fitted in- 
eidentally to furnish the incitement to 
moble enterprises closely related to our} 
work, in which women who wil] not as’ 
yet engage in our direct temperance en- 
deavor would gladly employ their steadi- 
ly arousing energies. . Let us not in- 
sist that al! shal) work with us. but 
rather be sedulous in the endeavor so te 
increase the aggregate enthusiasm of hu- 
manity, so to glorify the sentiment of 
other-hood as opposed to the sense of! 
self-hood, that all may find the secret! 
of a happy life in working somewhere.” 

A Ubiquitous Enemy. 

With such large prophecies as this 
ringing in its ears, the Woman's Chris- 
tian Temperance Union plunged into the 
complex harmony of the famous ‘‘do- 
everything policy."" Drink struck every- 
where—at men, women and children, at 
church and state, at labor and letters, 
at health of brain and body, at sense

and soul, at the nation’s foundations— 


spiritual, moral, mental, political, com- 
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mercial. Whatever was a. living issue, 
met somewhere on its way the demon of 
drink. The “organized mother-love” of 
America made ready to meet the demon 
at every turn. So its departmental work 
grew into being, its wonderful wheels 
within wheels, its stubborn elasticity, 
that adapted itself to the needs and 
abilities of every loca] union. And thus 
was the way being blazoned for the com- 
ing woman's club movement. 

How? 

This wise: The Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union in its more than thirty 
years of life has been a training school 
for any and every woman who was “free 
to serve” a@ larger need than that of her 
domestic duties. In that school she has 
become accustomed to the sound of her 
own voice in parliamentary verbiage and 
method, in impasstoned appeal, in logical 
argument, in patient reiteration of the 
facts of the reform. 

In that school she has mastered the 
mysteries of “the press.” Witness the 
fact that in 1878 her press committee 
reported 3,000 papers as willing to pub- 
lish temperance news; in 1905 the hanes 
superintendents of the National Womans 
Christian Temperance Union have their 
eyes on 22,000 papers; 2,816 women in all 
the states are supplying copy for 1,000 
columns of news each week. 

Legislative Committee. 

In that school they studied law. Frances 
Willard said in 1880: “I wish we might 
count among our standing committe<s 
one on legal work. . A commis 
sion of inquiry into the resuits of the 
liquor traffic should be appointed in every 
state, and ours are just the societies to 
set this work in motion.” 

Now, the Woman’s Christian Tem per- 
ance Union has its mational superintend- 
ent of legislative work, who keeps 4 
busy office open three-fourths of each 
year at Washington. Here are centered 
the activities of 300,000 women in peti- 
thon work for the reform bills indorsed 
by the national body. These petitions. 
joined to those of: other organizations, 
resulted in the prohibition of the sale 
of liquor in the army canteen, in the 
immigrant station at Ellis island, and in 
the capitol building at Washington, in 
the investigation by congress of the con- 
ditions in Utah that are a menace to 
the American nation. Sixty thousand pe- 
titions for the passage of the Hepburn- 
Dolliver bill to regulate interstate com- 
merce in intoxicating drink were sent out 
jast year from the office of this legisla- 
tive superintendent. The question of sin- 
gle statehoog for Indian Territory with 
a continuance of the prohibitory law re- 
ceived an equal amount of attention. 
Petitions have been poured into Wash- 
ington when an important bill was pend- 
ing, until an army of clerks was required 
for their handling, and the officials in 
charge begged the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union superintendent to ‘‘call 
the women off.’’ 

In that school. women studied the suf- 
frage question. Said Frances Willard, in 
the same address: ‘‘Ere long the Christian 
womanhood of our country will come to 
church and state, earnestly asking that, 
for the highest good of each, woman's 
ful] power of speech and legislation shal] 
be exercised in both.’’’ Witness today the 
onward march of the suffrage mave- 
ment, 

A SChool for Specialists. 

It would take columns of space to tell 
how the women of the Woman’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union, with the great 
magnet of the world’s drink-woe drawing 
them together, learned in thts schoo!. 
Their influence went far and wide. Their 
children grew up.. Their neighbors and 
friends had been taking notes. Other 
neighbors and friends had been reading 
their words in the secular and religious 
press. Their appeals had awakened the 
attention of the: brother sex, and pre- 
pared him for what was to come. The 
spirit and hour of the specialist was at 
hand. Here was a woman who in her 
local union work in the department of 
health and heredity had learned how to 
study the needs of the children of the. 
poor. Here, another who had become 
imbued with pity ‘for dwellers in greed- 
cursed and rum-cursed tenement districts. 
There a-group of women who saw 
above all else that clean votes were 
needed in municipal reform. Each ‘ol- 
lowed as she was 
lowed her. ‘The sentiment of mother- 
hood’ was a widely scattered seed that 
took good root; and lo: a club here, not 
wearing the white riybon it is true, but

of Mac Stewart, veteran prospector and 
mining man. Stewart, one of the most 
galiant soldiers which the Lone Star 
State sent to the confederate army, is 
slowly dying at the home of relatives in 
the little town of Navasota, Tex. 
Eleven years ago Stewart started on 
a mining and prospecting tour in. the 
state of Chihuahua old Mexico. A lit- 
tle too exuberant, walking the. streets 
of the small town of Parral, celebrating 
in perhaps a trifle too boisterous a man- 
ner, the old “rebel yell” came to Stew- 
art and he ripped it out in the regula- 


tion style of the boys in gray during the 


early sixties. He topped it off with 
“Hurrah for Dixie."’ The Mexican gend- 
arme did not understand: the language, 
but he did not iike the noise. He pro- 
tested. Stewart tried to explain. Neither 
comprehended fully what the other 
meant. In the altercation which follow- 
ed guns were drawn. The policeman 
was shot and killed. Although the pi@h 
of self-defense was set up, a trial was 
followed by a conviction and sentence of 
death. Stewart was doomed to stand 
up and be a target tor soldiers, those 
who receive the deat? penalty in Mexi- 
co being shot in the military fashion. 
His sentence was commuted to twenty 
years and in the prison In the city of 
Chihuahua he served ten years of this 
sentence. Then through the tireless ef- 


} forts of his old comrades. he was re- 


leased. A big delegation of El Paso ex- 
confederates, headed by the mayor of 
the city, crossed the Rio Grande to 


} Juarez and met Stewart as he stepped 
‘from a Mexican Central trair.
